With the rural population, at least, the absorbing topic 


of conversation at present is the forthcoming State-wide 
Good Roads Day. If the enthusiasm which is apparent 
in the country districts continues to grow there will be a 
small army off workmen on the highways tomorrow, May 
twenty-sixth, and each man and boy will have a pick or 
shovel in his hands, doing what he can to uphold the repu- 
tation of the townships for good -work on the roads. 


Should the weather be favorable there is not the least 


doubt that everybody not prevented by sickness or other 
disability will labor to improve the township highways. 
From every part of Clearfield county come reports of the 
dewire of'the male population to be enrolled in the army 
of road makers. Even the women have been seized by 
the spirit of activity tKut is abroad, and while they can- 
not wield the road-making implements they can cheer 
those who work and provide refreshments for the labor- 
ers. 


There is no disputing the fact that many of the town- 


ship roads in this county are in need of improvement. 
Some of these roads are practically impassable at certain 
times of the year, and if these can be put in fairly good 
condition on Good Roads Day the effect cannot help being 
beneficial, not only to the farmers residing in the town- 
ships, but to the town resident who uses the roads for 
pleasure driving in automobile or buggy. 
Under the 


direction of the supervisors these roads can be and no 
doubt will be greatly improved. 


Those townspeople who frequently drive into the coun- 


try are as much interested in the work of improving the 
highways as are the rural communities. 
The urbanite is 


cordially invited to join the crews which will work on the 
roads leading into Clearfield, and they will be recreant of 
their duty, both to themselves and the country residents, 
if they fail to "make the dirt fly" tomorrow."

upon the viewpoint, picture ten millions of American ex- 
patriates resident in Great Britain, we might ask what 
would be the sentiment among them in the event of war 
between Germany and the United States ? And we would 
answer with perfect assurance. They would be just as 
intensely pro-American in such a situation as our Ger- 
man-American citizens are pro-German in the present 
one. 


If our heedless critics of pro-Germanism would pause 


to fit to themselves the case of the German-American, we 
believe that to some ten millions of our fellow-citizens 
would quickly be restored all the honors of their adopted 
citizenship and the full masure of this country's confi- 
dence in their loyalty to the flag which to them must 
represent ideals impossible of attainment in the land of 
thei*' immediate forefathers.

upon the viewpoint, picture ten millions of American ex- 
patriates resident in Great Britain, we might ask what 
would be the sentiment among them in the event of war 
between Germany and the United States ? And we would 
answer with perfect assurance. They would be just as 
intensely pro-American in such a situation as our Ger- 
man-American citizens are pro-German in the present 
one. 


If our heedless critics of pro-Germanism would pause 


to fit to themselves the case of the German-American, we 
believe that to some ten millions of our fellow-citizens
